Personal  attention  by  members  of  our  firm  is  given  the  propagating  and  growing  of 
the  trees,  selecting  stock,  filling  and  shipping  orders,  also  receiving  and  answering  inquiries 
from  correspondents.

D.  provid- 
ing 25%  of  the  total  of  your  order  is  sent  in 
cash.  If  the  order  goes  by  express  you  pay  the 
balance  to  your  express  agent  upon  arrival.  If 
the  order  goes  by  freight  you  pay  the  balance 
at  your  bank,  where  you  will  also  find  freight 
bill  and  order  on  your  freight  agent  to  deliver 
shipment  to  you. 

Terms 

Net  cash  with  order,  5 trees  or  plants  at  10 
rates,  50  at  100 ; but  if  remittance  amounts  to 
$25  and  up  you  may  select  everything  at  lowest 
rates  quoted,  both  fruit  and  ornamental. 

Free  Boxing  and  Packing 

We  box  and  pack  all  shipments  without  charge 
and  make  special  prices  on  orders  freight  paid 
if  you  will  kindly  send  us  a list  of  your  wants. 
All  orders  are  put  up  in  boxes  or  bales,  lined 
with  heavy  paper  to  guard  against  stock  drying 
out;  the  trees  and  plants  are  packed  in  moist 
excelsior  and  straw.  Special  care  is  given 
shipments  going  long  distances. 

Location.  Dausville  is  located  in  the  famous 
Genesee  Valley  in  Western  New  York,  made 
famous  by  its  high  grade  fruit  trees  which  have 
been  grown  and  propagated  for  more  than  half 
a century.  Nearly  seven  millions  of  trees  are 
grown  each  year  in  this  section.  Until  re- 
cently, very  few  trees  grown  in  Dansville  have 
been  sold  direct  to  the  planter,  but  instead, 
carload  after  carload  have  been  shipped  to 
Rochester  and  other  large  nursery  selling  cen- 
ters and  from  those  places  distributed  to  plant- 
ers throughout  the  country.  Thus,  the  credit 
for  growing  the  best  trees,'  while  belonging  to 
Dansville,  has  gone  elsewhere.  Highest  au- 


thorities on  tree  culture  agree  that  the  soil  of 
Dansville  and  the  surrounding  country  is  the 
best  adapted  for  growing  strong  healthy  trees 
suitable  for  transplanting  in  any  section  of  the 
''  country.  The  ti’ees  receive  the  recjuired  amount 
of  nourishment  but  are  not  forced,  as  is  the 
case  in  many  sections,  of  the  South  and  West. 
Our  winters,  while  cold  but  not  too  severe, 
tend  to  harden  the  wood  and  make  the  trees 
able  to  stand  the  severe  climate  of  the  north- 
ern sections. 

Size  to  Plant.  This  depends  almost  entirely 
on  the  conditions  under  which  the  planter  is 
working.  If  it  is  desirable  to  grow  other  crops 
between  the  trees  for  a few  years  thus  requiring 
a high  headed  tree,  then  the  largest  size  trees 
are  the  best  to  plant.  Low-headed  trees  are 
becoming  more  popular,  however,  and  for  this 
purpose  the  smaller  grades  of  two  year  old 
trees  are  very  desirable.  The  trees  in  our 
second  and  third  grades  are  strictly  first  class 
in  every  way  of  their  respective  grades.  They 
are  perfectly  healthy,  thrifty,  well  furnished 
with  plenty  of  strong  fibrous  roots,  well 
branched  and  will  make  just  as  good  a tree  in 
the  orchard  as  the  largest  size.  The  smaller 
size  may  be  caused  by  conditions  in  the  nur- 
sery row  and  in  no  way  effects  the  health  or 
life  of  the  tree.  One  year  old  trees  are  pre- 
ferred in  some  localities.  They  are  cheaper 
and  come  into  bearing  as  early  as  two  year  old 
trees  and  in  some  sections  earlier.  Being 
without  head  or  branches,  the  ideas  of  the 
planter  can  be  carried  out  with  regard  to  height 
of  heading. 

Grading.  Some  nurseries  selling  to  the  plant- 
ers grade  only  l)y  height.  We  believe  such  a 
system  to  be  misleading.  We  have  often  seen 
trees  that  belonged  in  the  thii'd  grade,  when 
grading  by  caliper,  that  were  as  tall  as  first 
grade  calipered  trees.  Therefore,  when  pur- 
chasing trees  by  height  alone  the  planter  would 
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receive  trees  that  would  reach  the  reouired 
height  but  would  really  be  second  or  third  class 
trees  when  placed  under  the  caliper.  We  sell 
trees  by  caliper  and  height  and  believe  that  is 
the  only  way  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  planter. 

When  to  Order.  Order  early  and  thus  be 
sure  of  having  your  order  filled  complete.  Or- 
ders reaching  us  late  will  be  filled  as  far  as 
possible.  We  do  not  substitute.  When  order- 
ing late  in  the  season  it  would  be  well  to  give 
a second  choice  or  allow  us  some  discretion  in 
selecting  of  varieties.  In  order  to  avoid  dis- 
appointment order  early. 

How  to  Order.  Use  the  enclosed  order  blank 
and  printed  envelope.  Give  full  name  and 
shipping  directions.  Write  plainly.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  instructions  we  will  use  our  best  judg- 
ment. If  your  freight  or  express  station  is  dif- 
ferent from  your  post  office  give  both  in  the 
proper  space.  Small  shipments  go  cheaper  by 
express,  large  ones  by  freight. 

Preparing  the  Soil.  For  fruit  trees  the  soil 
should  be  dry,  either  natural  or  made  so  by 
thorough  drainage  as  trees  will  not  live  or 
thrive  on  a soil  constantly  saturated  with  w'ater. 
It  should  also  be  well  prepared  beforehand  by 
at  least  twice  plowing,  using  the  subsoil  plow 
after  the  common  one  at  the  second  plowing. 
On  new  fresh  lands,  manuring  will  be  unneces- 
sary ; but  on  lands  exhausted  by  cropping,  fer- 
tilizers must  be  applied,  either  by  turning  in 
heavy  crops  of  clover,  or  well  rotted  barn-yard 
manure.  To  insure  good  growth  of  trees,  land 
should  be  in  as  gooaconaition  as  for  a crop  of 
wheat,  corn  or  potatoes.  On  heavy  clay  soil, 
dynamite  may  be  used  to  good  advantage. 
Special  information  in  regard  to  planting  trees 
w’ith  use  of  dynamite  will  ne  sent  upon  request. 

Pruning  the  Tree  is  a matter  of  gi'eat  im- 
portance. The  illus- 
tration here  shows  the 
correct  way  to  trim  for 
planting.  Severe 
pruning  may  seem  for 
a time  to  injure  the 
appearance  of  the  tree 
but  this  is  the  way  to 
get  proper  results. 

Planting 

The  hole  must  be 
large  enough  to  re- 
ceive the  roots  freely, 
without  cramping  or 
bending  them  from 
their  natural  position; 
the  larger  the  better. 
Let  the  tree  be  the 
same  depth  it  stood  in 
the  nursery  (the  old 
mark  can  be  readily 
discerned)  and  not 
deeper,  except  in  the 
case  of  dwarf  trees. 
These  latter  should  be 
set  so  that  the  point  of 
union  comes  two  or 
three  inches  below  the 
surface  of  the  ground. 
The  tree  being  held 
upright,  the  finest  and 
best  earth  from  the 
surface  should  be  care- 
fully worked  among 
the  roots  with  the  fin- 
gers, filling  eve 'y 
space  and  bringing 
every  root  in  contact 
with  it.  Set  the  tree 
as  firm  as  a post,  thor- 
oughly packing  or 
Pear  Tree  pruned  for  Planting  Stamping  the  earth 


with  the  foot,  but  leave  the  surface  filling  light 
and  loose.  Never  use  manure  in  contact  with 
the  roots.  It  is  well  to  place  manure  on  top  of 
the  ground  around  the  tree  after  planting. 

After  Culture.  No  grass  should  be  allowed  to 
grow  about  the  tree.  The  ground  should  be 
cultivated  for  a space  of  at  least  a foot  outside 
the  roots.  Manure  may  be  applied  on  the  sur- 
face around  the  tree.

Shipping.  We  are  located  on  the  Dansville 
and  Mount  Morris,  and  the  Delaware  Lacka- 
wanna and  Western  railroads  which  connect 
with  all  Trunk  Lines  and  insure  prompt  trans- 
portation. We  give  special  attention  to  orders 
m distant  localities,  bunching  the  orders  which 
insures  quick  time  in  transit. 

Claims,  stock  should  be  unpacked  immedi- 
ately on  arrival,  excepting  in  cold  weather, 
and  report  made  within  five  days  of  any  short- 
age in  count  or  of  any  trees  found  to  be  other- 
wise than  as  represented  by  us.  Any  trees 
found  unsatisfactory  should  be  reported  to  us 
at  once,  carefully  set  aside  and  held  subject  to 
our  orders.  In  the  absence  of  complaint  within 
time  specified  it  is  understood  that  stock  is 
satisfactory  and  accepted.

The  Plum  does  best  on  strong  clay  soil  that  is  naturally  dry  or  has  been  well  drained.  The 
trees  grow  thriftily  when  well  cultivated  and  suffer  less  from  “Curculio”  or  “Black  Knot.’’ 
With  only  a little  trouble  the  trees  can  be  kept  free  from  insects  and  disease.  After  the  blossoms 
have  fallen  spread  sheets  on  the  ground  under  the  tree.  Then  jar  the  tree  so  as  to  shake  down 
the  stung  fruit  and  insects.  Burn  these.  This  should  be  done  every  day  for  a week  or  more  and 
it  is  important  that  it  is  done  early  in  the  morning.

Ill  planting,  use  three  pounds  of  salt  per  scjuare  yard  and  repeat  early  each  snrino'.  Liberal 
dressings  of  manure  should  be  given  at  intervals.  Do  not  cut  for  use  until  plaids  have  grown 
two  seasons.
